The shooting came as a climax to 


a series of clashes and disturbance's 
with police and citizens of Carnegie 
which lasted all evening. Scores of 
klansmen and citizens were injured In 
the riots. 
Approximately 15,000 klansmen ac- 


companied by several hundred mem- 
bers of their women's auxiliary, the 
Kamelia, gathered on the Forsythe 
farm 
early 
tonight 
ostensibly 
to 


Initiate a class of candidates. 


After the demonstration 
several 


members of the klan sought to direct 
traffic on the streets of Carnegie, 
Police remonstrated and eight klans- 
men were arrested. 
Later, the chief officers of the klan 


decided to parade. The burgess of 
Carnegie, J. C. Sconly, refused them 
a permit, but members of the—klan 
who said they Were attorneys, said 
vthe burgess had no legal right to 
prevent a parade and the line was 
formed. 


The parade started and by this 


time about 1,000 citizens of Carnegie 
gathered In a hostile mood and an- 
nounced' they 
would back up the 


burgesa.

A Legal Tangle: 
The Conclusion. 


Last Sunday we left you guessing just what 


sort of "separate and distinct inventory" Executor O'Shea filed In 
administering the estate of his deceased wife, Lizzie, who was 
thp wealthy widow, Lizzie Murphy, -when he married her. 


The story is told clearly in the case of In re 


O'Shea's Estate, S5 Neb. 156 nnd 122 Northwestern Reporter, SSL 
It -nil! be remembered that the testatrix hi her Will left O'Shea 
soma 140 acres of rich Nebraska land lying In Boone and Platt* 
counties, and part of the household effects; made him guardian 
of her son. Cyril Eugene Murphy, and, with Henry Brcunig, one 
of the Executors ot her Will. 


Chief Justice Reese wrote the majority 


opinion of the Nebraska Supremo Cpurt; Judges Rodt and Let^ 
ton concurred; and Judge Fawcett dissented. 
This Is trhat ET- 


ecutor O'Shea did- He "filed an inventory and appraisement of 
all wearing apparel and ornaments and household furniture and 


" other personalty left by decedent, which he claimed was allowed 


to him as surviving husband, and the sum of $200 in money." 


Part of these ornaments and household 


furniture Mrs. O'Shea had bequeathed to her first husband's sis- 
ters, her son. the Franciscan Sisters of Charity, her own sister, 
and her niece. The County Judge evidently sensing tha 
rknk 


mgiatitude, if not injustice, displayed by O'Shea, disallowed th* 
claim. O'Shea appealed to the District Court of Platte, county. 
where, the County Court was reversed and the allowance mado. 
Then Henry Breunlg- and other legatees appealed to the Supreme 
Court. 
/ 
It is evident Chief Justice Eeese would have 


reversed the District Court, if the statute had not been so plainly 
against reversal, for he says: 


"As we read th« Will, and ob««rve that it confers 


upon the »istor« of the deceased husband (Murphy) the 
ring given the testatrix by him, and to the «on the por- 
trait of hit deceased father, the mind and commence re- 
volts and turns away from allowing the effort of appel- 
lee tO'Shet) to thus Ignore the «xpr«»»d Will of hi* de- 
coated wife from whom he received tuch liberal pro- 
vition." 
"However,"' continues Chief Justice Reese, 


"this seems to be one, of the cases where the provision of tho 
statute may be made to work ft hardship and injustice, for there 
appear* to be no escape from the language of the statute- "The 
maxim that the same person will not be allowed to 
hold both 


under and against a Will did not apply here. O'Shea, did not 
renounc* the Will. Mrs. O'Shea had no power to will these house- 
hold goods away from him, unless he chose to respect her wishes. 
He did not need to elect to take either under the law of deced- 
ents or under the WilL 


Believing that "it seems to have been the 


purpose of the legislature to deprive a testator of the* right or 


" power to dismantle the home or any part of it without the con- 


sent of the survivor," (as expressed in General Section 1222) th* 
majority of the Supreme Court affirmed tb« District Court 3f 
PUtte County (Judgre Thorn**), and O'Shea. wa« allowed to keep 
hia 440 acres of land atid the household effect* and or=.r.,»nts.

In Early Days of North Dakota Gold Rush

Th« Sioux Indians with the 


•f a winter in th« Bad Lands rfs the 
only other 
alternative, this con- 


fronted the pioneers to 
th« 
gold, 


country of North Dakota in '76. 


Arthur W.-Ward, with his father, 


and his brother-in-law, Dr. W. C. 
White. w«nt there in the spring of 
1178 braving- all sorts of dangers,— 
from cold, from exposure, and worst 
of all from the b loodthlrsty Sioux, 
for the sake of adventure, and this 
because in Lincoln at that time there 
•was "nothing: doing." 
Things seemed to go very nicely. 


Of course, there was an occasional 
massacre, or a sudden death 
from 
disease. Sometimes the Indians would 
drink a little too much "flr«-water, 
and there -was danger then. Some- 
times, too, the miners would «trlk« 
gold, and become Intoxicated 
with 


Joy and whiskey. 
But things moved slowly forwara. 


Dr. White began to get homesick for 
his wife and his two children, one 


. three years old and one Just one.

So. on« day in the fall, Mrs. White 


started, under the protection of Rich- 


i ard McKay from Lincoln, where she 
I had been taking care of

Danger on Every Side. 


To Cheyenne was easy. But then 


the going began to get harder, and 
dangers seemed to lurk in every bush 
and behind every tree. Every flash 
of light from the sun was a signal to 
be feared and when the Indians would 
ride near the little party, there was 
consternation in camp. 
Two of the men in the 
carryall 


i which took Mrs. White and her two 
' youngsters to th« pioneer fields be- 


came Infuriated with drink one day 
and actually drew their knives. Tiey 
•were fighting in 
the back of the 


•wagon as the 
great vehicle labored 


over the plains. Their knives flashed 


re. . 
The wagon Jolted along over the 


country, and the two men continued 
In their battle. The- children began 


! to whimper, and Mrs. White herself 


was so alarmed that she could do 
nothing but sit and worry- 
"Sing something," Mr. McKay said 


to the young woman who had sung 
In the old church back n the home 
town. And she sang, "Fairy Moon- 


i light." She says, she sang that be- 


cause nothing else came Into he!

Attack'by Redskins. 


The next night, they wero set upon 


i by Indians. The Sioux have a -way of 


riding round and round the encamp- 
ment wh«re the little caravan had set- 
tled for the night. They rode round 
and round In ever'-narrowlng circles, 
while the pioneers on tho road to 
their new homes gathered In front of 
the little group of wagons. 


The passengers were taken from 


their carriages, and secreted in the 
hills. Mrs. White was told, that if the 
Eioux seemed to be making headway 
the men of the party would shoot her 


through the Bad Lands of South Da- 


and took his buyer out, where he 
washed almost as much out as ho 
had previously shot in. The seller 
of course kept the gold he had him- 
self washed. 


Ordinarily, however, in the- inter-

The furniture was a 
table cut from the fresh wood, and 
the bunks were Just boards covered 
with spruce. The one chair was made 
of strips of wood, covered with the 
skins of the wild animals the boys 
had killed."

Tired from 
tho journey, she wa» at last able to 
rest and to recuperate from the awful 
days on the road. 
Dr. White, the surgeon of th* ter- 


ritory, was a 
hard-working man. 


"Mostly picking bullets out," his

She was often alone. The doctor

Mr. Ward tells of th« days when he 


He 
was eighteen when he went with his 
father and brother-in-law, and they 
knew what hardship meant. 
They 


wer* riding all day, either as out- 
posts with a caravan of freighters* 
or with teams of-thelr own to drive. 
Horses were scarce, because It was 
so difficult to carry provisions for 
them. Oxen conld, on the other hand, 
be turned looee to feed on the grass 
of tha fields. So It was that trains of 
six or eight oxen were the rule. 


With the heavy 
trains and the 


bulky baggage to be carried, It can 
readily be seen that twenty miles In 
a day was making good time. Some- 
times these riders, on tho freighters 
as well as on the passenger coaches, 
would be gone for weeks. 
"W* were all outlaws, then," Mr. 


Ward continues. The government had 
said that no white person could go 
into Indian domain. But there was a

"From one-fifth to one-seventh of all the wealth 


produced in the United States is spent for government," 
Walter w. Head, president of the Omaha National Bank 
told the Montana State Bankers' association in a recent 
address before that organization. "Each of us virtually 
gives one day of every week to the support of a great 
number of .public officials and employes who comprise 
the government." 
... 


Mr. Head 'produces a. convincing array of figures in 


his arrangement of the mounting costs ol government. 


In 1917, he says the federal government got along 


with $1,044,000,000. In 191S, the revenue raised by taxa- 
tion, irrespective of the sale of bonds was "$3,925.000,000; 
in 1919, $4,103,000,000; 4n 1920, $5,787,000,000; in 1921, $4.- 
902,000.000; in 1922, $3,565,000,000. At the same time the 
government debt increased from $1,000,000,000 to $27,- 
000,000,000, and today stands at over $22,000,000,000. 


But Washington Is only one branch of the govern- 


menffor which the people of America are taxcdVIn 1913, 
Mr. Head said, the different states raised $386.000,000 
by taxation for support of government. In 1921, 
the 


same states raised $959,000,000, an increase of 161 per 
cent. And while the revenue raised by taxation had 
nearly tripled, the Indebtedness of the various states 
had grown from $423,000,000 in 1920 to 1,012,000,000 in 
1921, 
an increase of 13 per cent. Then the municipali- 


ties have been taking their whack at the taxpayer. Mr.- 
Head declared that 227 of the larger, cities of America 
collected $80,000,000 by taxation In 191-3,' and in 1921 this 
had jumped to $1,567,000,000—a gain of 76 per cent. The 
bonded indebtedness of these 227 municipalities was $2,- 
901.000,000 in 1913 and in 1931 was $4,334,000,000—an In- 
crease of 49 per cent.., 


This terrible expenditure for government does not 


end there. Limited ^compilations on the various counties 
in thirty-eight states showed an increase of 127 per 
cent in tax revenues from 1913 to 1921. School districts, 
townships, drainage districts, road districts and other 
subdivisions are not included In the compilation but the 
same upward trend is reflected.

THE SPEEDWAY PLAN. 


A number of cities where traffic problems are- really 


more serious than they are In Lincoln are trying out the 
speedway plan, setting aside certain streets which can 
be traveled at a higher rate of speed than tho othe- 
etreets of the city and requiring any on* entenns or 
crossing such a speedway to come to a full stop before 
makings the attempt. 


Officials have come to realize that the Hfo of n. city 


Is bound to speed up, that as it grows it is more and 
more necessary to make fast travel between far dis- 
tant sections possible. Chicago has long used such a 
system and drivers from 'sections that are many miles 
from the business center can make rapid and uninterup- 
ted speed into the heart of the city. 


Los Angeles is attempting the same plan, naming 


several of its busiest boulevards and streets as speed- 
ways upon which automobiles may travel at thirty miles 
,^n hour without danger of killing or being killed at 
crossings. 


We can object, we can complain, we can argue that 


such speed Is unnecessary, unwise and dangerous but the 
world moves away from us while we are complaining. 
'Automobiles are built to make from thirty 
to eighty 


jmlles an hour and make it they will in spite of all ob- 
jections we can voice. If the speedway system proves 
"efficient in eliminating crossing accidents, if it con- 
Tinces Chicago and Los Angeles that it means economy 
In business, time, property and Hfo. then it Is a system 
that has come to stay and that will in tim» be adopted 
here and everywhere else where automobile traffic Is a 
problem.

Another phase of the University of 


Nebraska work which has been car- 
ried on extensively during tho pust 
few years, and which Is an addition 
and Improvement over the early col- 
lege days. Is the University Exten- 
sion department. This takes certain 
, 


parts of tho higher education In to 
communities of the state which would 
not be able to get It any other way.

Every on« of thesa acres is a unit of ln» 
creasing productivity, indestructible, un- 
concealed. And soil, says Milton Whltnjy. 


Chief of the Bureau of Soils, U. S. De-

tion possesses. It is the one resource that 
cannot lie exhausted. It may be impaired 
by alfuse, but never destroyed." 


Of farms operated by owners in Iowa, 


the census reported that 54 per cent wero 
mortgaged. Tho average value of these 
farms-was $34,662 and the average mort- 
gage $9,358. which would make the indebt- 
edness slightly over one-fourth of the to- 
tal value. In Nebraska, 50 per cent w*r>? 
mortgaged with 
an 
average value of 


$29,416, and an average mortgage of $7,023 
making a 
debt somewhat under one- 


fourth. Here is a margin of safety to in-

^he best urban industries. 


Iowa and Nebraska shared in the de- 


pression but they have recovered to a 
point of absolute assurance in their own 
future. After the hard times following tho

which these states are a part. In 1921 the 
value of all farm products in these two 
'state? was estimated by the U. S. Depart, 
ment of Agriculture at $1,186,900,000. At 
the close of 1922 the value was placed at 
$1,457,000,000, or an Increase of $271,000,- 
000.

Nebraska, even with a certain amount 


of comparatively unproductive land, is 
happily situated with the best. In fact, 
having great possibilities m the diversifi- 
cation of crops, ,-ehe may well be looked 
upon with envy^by some of the older 
states. A few figures from the files of the 
Department of Agriculture are pertinent. 
With 2,700,000 beef cattle estimated on 
her farms on January 1, 1923 and value J 


at $85,860,000, Nebraska Is a close com-

Conclusive figures also 
show that Nebraska is surpassed only by 
Iowa and Illinois, much ofder1 states, in 
the value of swine with a total of $50,-

in 1922 of approximately 60,000,000 bush- 
els, Nebraska stands third to Kansas and 
North Dakota. This, in spite of the fact 
that due to diversification of crops Ne- 
braska is not looked upon strictly as a 
wheat state.

The largest qindy factory in Ne- 


braska is found in Gillen and Boney, 
Lincoln candy 
nrnmifactureis, 
who 


make about 3,000,000 pounds of candy 
a year at the rate of 10,000 pounds a 
day. 
Since its founding In 1896, this 


factory has enjoyed a steady growth 
until now it holds first place in the 
state. ' Most of the factory's product 
is sold in Nebraska, but the trade 
territory extends 
from 
Texas 
to 


South 
Dakota, 
and from Iowa to 


Montana 
and 
Colorado. Fourteen 


salesmen market the candy among 
retailers m Kansas and Nebraska and 
among- jobbers in other states. 


Annually, 850,000 pounds of sugar 


are used. Most of this is Hawaiian 
and Philippine sugar specially re- 
fined for candy making-. 
Sugar of 


large crystals is found to be the best 
for 
this purpose. 
A considerable 


amount of beet sugar is also usied. 
but cane is preferred because it Is 
specially 
made. 
Each year about 


300,000 
pounds of corn 
sjrup are 


used. 
Corn syrup is an indispens- 


able element in randy making- in that 
it holds up the product and preserves 


Buy in Large Quantities. 


Nuts are 
Imported from 
several 


countries. The factoiy uses about a 
quarter million pounds of nuts each 
year. They are procured as follows: 
Walnuts from France and California, 
almonds from Spain and Italy; fil- 
berts from Turkey?" peanuts from the 
southern states. Brazil nuts from the 
country along the Amazon river. 


Four hundred thousand pounds of 


chocolate are used each ^ear. This 
is specially prepared for candy mak- 
ing. 
There are twenty varieties of 


the cocoa bean, some of which are 
blended to secure the proper color 
and flavor for this specially made 
chocolate. 


The makers point out that candy 


must have sugar in order to make it 
palatable. 
"While most of the sugar 


used is the cane product, it is found 
that beet sugar will make just as 
good a product. 


The factory's rush season starts 


in September and increases until af- 
ter the holidays. 
The dullest period 


is found in July. Most of the candy 
made is chocolate covered.

hundred different 


Hinds of candy are uuido by liillvn 
and Boney, and It is sold in fancy 
packages, in bars, in pails and us 
penny goods.

the college, were received by the board, forming the 
financial nucleus of the institution. 
Through the 


early days of the community the college struck heavy 
seas, financially, but 
the_ depression was general 


throughout the- country, and the college, due to the 
spirit of its founders, survived. 


Today it is an exceptionally strong college—having 


for its ideal the education of the moral and spiritual 
side of the individual, as well as any other side of life. 


The town of Bethany recently made application to 


be made a part of the city of Lincoln, feeling that the 
advantages of being a part of the city, would more 
than equal any disadvantages. 


•Plans have also been made to connect the suburb 


with the city by way of a paved boulevard, making it 
even more ideal as a home for those employed in clown- 
town Lincoln, than it is now, although there are a 
great many who commute between the two now. 


The town of Bethany was named in honor of the 


oldest college of the Christian denomination. 


An attempt was made at one time to unite the col- 


lege with Fairfield college, and two members from 
Fairfield were placed on the board, but the affiliation 
was not made. 


So Bethany, today, fills a two-fold utility—that of a 


college town and a suburban home for those working 
in Lincoln.
